MONTREAL, Aug. 24. (Exclusive)— 
Heavy speeding fires have been hand- 
ed out to United States tourists in 
the Province of Quebec in the last 
three weeks as the provincia! authori- 
ties’ dri tere” hed 
its peak. 

For every two Canadian drivers who 
get fined there is one American. The 
visitors have only fines to worry 
about, but the local speeder stands a 

chance of getting his license re- 
yoked. Nearly 100 have been can- 

celled this month. 

In the first week of August Ameri- 
cerns paid 118 fines. during the sec- 
ond 113 and the third 198. 

Although the tourist season is at 
its height, the fines inflicted seem 
out of all proportion to the number 


categories, local and American. 

The road census for the first week
